A recent case 
was that of Christian Larsen, a Dane, aged about 65 years. He was a resi- 
dent of Pleasant Grove, and hung himself in a stable near his residence, _ 


Annie Rutter, a young lady of Ogden, and the daughter of Mr. Rutter who 
was accidentally drowned in Weber River a short time ago, was very severely 
burned on the 25th alt., by the explosion of coal oil with which she was en- 


deavoring to rekindle a fire. It is expected she will recover. 
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A panther weighing 400 e was recently killed at Pine Creek, South- 
ern Utah. 

A desperate effort to escape from the Penitentiary was Ae by five prison- 
ers on the 23rd ult. They overpowered the guard and taking his arms fled 
towards the mountains, A posse of deputies were soon in pursuit and suc- 
ceeded in recapturing them, after wounding two of their number.

He was burned past all recognition 
before he could be rescued. 

Thomas Taylor, lately and for several years „ Bishop of the Fourteenth Ward 
of Salt Lake City, has been excommunicated from the Church for unchristian- 
like and immoral conduct, and contempt of the High Council. Commenting 
upon this event the Deseret News says: “The law of God, which demands 
that the Saints shall preserve themselves in purity, must be enforced, no 
matter who the guilty parties may be,” 

Sister Clarinda Stanton died at Panacea, Nevada, July 16th lest, She was 
in her ninety-second year and was, prior to her death; one of the oldest living 
members in the Church, if not the oldest, having been baptized by Oliver 
. Cowdery November 3, 1830. She has great great grandchildren fifteen years 
old, and although she had seen great hardships, having shared in the perse- 
cutions of the Saints, she has borne all cheerfully and kept the faith. 


On the 20th of August Mr. Williams, a railway employe in Ogden, was run 
over by two railway cars, receiving such injuries as to necessitate the ampu- 
tation of an arm. After the operation was performed, the sufferer could not 
rest on account of pain in the arm that was buried. He told the physician 
to dig up the arm and straighten out the fingers, as they were cramped and 
caused him considerable pain. He even described the exact Position of the 
arm and finger. The physician moved the arm, placing it in the position 
directed by Mr. Williams, and since then he has rested more easily. |

EMIGRANTS.

York, we learn that. the fourth company. arrived there on the 3ist ult. The 
Commissioners of Emigration had given them considerable trouble by detain- 
ing forty-five of the Company, threatening to send them back to Liverpool. 
The main portion of the company left New York on the Ist inst, by the 
Baltimore and Ohio R. R. and would go through on the Denver and Rio 
Grande, excepting those booked to Almy and Montpelier, who would travel 
with the main eompany.as far as Kansas City and then ultimately go through, 
via ‘the Union Pacific Railway. Elder Woods remained to look after that 
pertion of the company detained in New York. As micht be expected, 
Commissioner Stephenson was the prime mover in the detention. Those 
detained are Wm. B. Craig, Wilhimina Eriksen, Hilde M. M. Sodenberg,

“The good work in this Mission is still going on successfully. I am con- 
tinually receiving good reports from the missionaries in the different Con- 
ferences. ‘Meetings are generally well attended and a few are being baptized. 
I had, some time ago, a letter from a young missionary in Finland; he wrote 
that he had baptized five, and he had held several meetings, well attended 
with attentive listeners. Since the first of January last twenty-four have 
been baptized in the Island and others have desired to be baptized. In the 
last three months, baptized in the Conferences were as follows: Forty-one 
in Stockholm, twenty-two in Scone, twenty-one in Christiania, seventeen 
in Gotenborg, forty-three in Aarhus, seventeen in Aalborg and twenty 
in Copenhagen. These are not very large numbers, but the last three 
months are the dullest we have for the Gospel work, being the summer

BELFAST 


THE Belfast Lough is said to be one 
of the most charming in the world. 
That is the verdict of persons who 
have traveled. F do recollect some 
writer in one of the London news- 
papers to have spoken of it as rivaling 
the famed Lake Geneva in beauty. 

And if this be true, it certainly has

more to recommend it than the Swiss 
lake, for Belfast Lough is both orna- 
mental and useful. One sees so much 
that is beautiful along the shores of 
Great Britain and Ireland, that it is 
difficult to determine which is the 
most charming spot that attracts the 
eye. Whatever may be said in behalf 
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of rival claimants for beauty, it is 
certain that none can claim pre-emi- 
nence. The distance from the harbor 


to the mouth of the Lough is about d 


eight miles, and narrowing toward the 
harbor. as you leave the ocean the 
shores on either side approach, and 
the general appearance of the land 
becomes more distinct. Of course, at 
any time after the once. 
been entered, the distance from the 
shore is never 80 t as to render a 
very fair view difficult, save on misty 
or rainy days. But while Campbell's 
lines are, in a general sense, true, that

the view, the gress charm about the 
scenery along the Belfast Lough is 
that a closer inspection serves only to
